New Yokk, Nov. 15. — -The stock market 
to-day, during the two hours' session, was 
the liveliest we have had sinco the great 
slump of December, 15, 188(5, and for the 
space of an hour or mote there existed a 
perfect panic among holders of securities, 
especially railroad stocks, and the declines 
established during that time were greater 
than ever before seen in the same time. 
Tho only cause of the excitement was the 
announcement from London that the great 
firm of Baring I'.ros. bad been forced to 
seek assistance to tide thorn over the pres- 
ent financial crisis, and holders of stocks 
became panic-stricken over tho news, with- 
out reflecting that the dauger hud already 
passed when the Hank of England and the 
Rothschilds came to the rescue. ICarly ad- 
vices from London were reassuring, and the 
crisis was represented as over, and a con- 
tinuing improvement was begun. 

The first prices were generally fraction- 
ally higher than yesterday's figures. Tho 
announcement about the Barings was 
thrown at tlio market immediately, how- 
ever, and tile good feeling dlbtTpfiem'ua in- 
stantly, and from prospective buyers the 
whole room became sellers at the best 
prices obtainable. Tho force of the decline 
may be gathered from the fact that in the 
short space of an hour Laokawana had de- 
clined ili, Mexican Central V,, Atchison fr,', 
Pnllman Canada Southflfn 6.J, Burling- 
ton 7.1, Hock Island o.J, unS others from 2 
to ii. 1'ho drop, however, soon brought 
into the market a class of ^uyers who are 
paying outright for their securities, and the 
current was soon turned by' thi3 support, 
when tho bears joined in buying to realize 
the profits accrued on the tremendous drop. 
Early selling soon developed the fact that 
there were large selling orders in the mar- 
ket, and the trading professional element 
soon took the market away from selling, and 
innumerable stop orders were quickly un- 
covered, rendering the stampede more seri- 
ous every minute. After the downward 
movement was checked the bank statement 
was issued, showing a material gain in the 
surplus reserve. The growing Strength of 
the banks leaves no furthi-" feeling of appre- 
hension among Wall street houses, and tho 
general impression is that as soon as London 
becomes real quiet there will be no disturb 
ing influences found here.

AROENTINES CAUSED T11K TROU11LE, 
New York, Nov. 1G. — When tho news 
of tho Baring's trouliles reached New York 
yesterday, Wail street was struck dumb 
with amazement. 

"If Baring Bros, had failed outright," 
said a prominent Wall street broker, " it 
would have paralyzed the stock oxohanges 
of tho world and crippled the commerce of 
overy port. There is no house in the world 
which has such vast and far-reaching con- 
nections. The commercial world was ap- 
palled when it heard the news from lCug- 
land. The Bunk of England itself was not 
a stronger bulwark than thin great old 
house, and if the nows had flashed over tho 
cable that tho bank itself hud gone to 
smash it could scarcely have created u more 
profound sensation, or have proved a greater 
shock to the confidence of the entire linan- 
cial world on both sides of the Atlantic." 

Tho following explanation of tho cause of 
Baring Bros. 's trouble and the financial 
situation abroad was obtained from u gen- 
tleman of prominence in this city who is in 
the swim in Wall street, and who recently 
returned from a visit to London on tin im- 
portant tiaaneial mission, and who is in u 
position which peculiarly fits him to under- 
stand the condition of Baring Bros : 
^The whole trouble with Baring, Bros., 
appears to be that they have gone too 
deeply into what are called Argentines. 
They have overloaded themselves with tho 
stocks and seen. ides of the Argentine Re- 
public, which have been issued to an enor- 
mous extent. The whole country bus been 
overdone in the way of internal improve- 
ments, und this forced boom lias led to 
the establishment of some of the largest 
financial institutions in the world. Buenos 
Ayres has one bank which is larger than 
any other bank in the world except the 
Bank of England. It is much larger than 
the Bank of France. A man named .Sau- 
ford, who is a member of the firm of Hale & 

any other man towards helping along this 
Argentine boom. He is one of the greatest 
and most successful promoters of financial I 
enterprisers of his time. He is a most re- 
markable man, and one of tho most plans - 
I iblc talkers I ever met. 

The influence which Sanford came to ae- 
ipuire over Lord Revelstoke, head of the 
j Baring Bros,, house, is one of the most euri- I 
ous things in financial history. Lord Liu vol- 
Stoke is the embodiment of the head man of 
a business, a conservative, shrewd, cool 
Englishman. lie comes from a generation i 
of financiers. Sanford seems to have fascin- 
ated Lord Revelstoke, and Baring Bro3. 
have gone into Argentine securities in what 
ie now seen to have been a reckless way. It 
is probable that about £15,000,00(1, W §75,- j 
000,000, has been locked up by the Barings 
in South American securities.

Burly London ptices for 
American stocks were higher, and the 
revival of confidence was very marked. In 
Berlin tioj whole financial situation for the 
past week has been easy and quiet, com- 
pared with the London shrinkage of capital. 
Cases of brokerage firms' speculations in 
stocks in the past week placed many ol the 
smaller linns in such positions that they 
cannot go on. Two of t hese suspensions 
wei-e announced on the stock exchange this 
morning, Possibly the total liabilities of 
both may not exceed $200,000. The Bar- 
ings declare their financial position sound 
now, as the banks have guaranteed three 
years' support to it. The firm will realize 
i-4,000,000 surplus. They now hold £8,000,- 
(101) of the best commercial paper in the 
world. Their total liability is £21,000,000. 
it is conceded that while they were embar- 
rassed by the steady depression in Argen- 
tines to a considerable extent, the principal 
and precipitating causa of their trouble was 
Russia's withdrawal of C5,OO0,O00 from thu 
firm's accounts.

Seizure ol Opium From Victoria. 

San Fkancisco, Cal., Nov. 17. — A seizure 
of $1,500 worth of opium was made to-day. 
Word was received by Collector Phelps 
from Victoria that Hhe opium in question 
bad been forwarded by rail from that place 
and would come through Wells, Fargo & 
C'o.'s. Tho collector immediately consulted 
with collector of the port, ICilgounue, and 
it was decided to detail Inspector Rudell to 
make the seizure. This morning the in- 
spector, in company with detectives, visited 
Wells, Fargo ft Co.'.-., and asked 
lor a package that, came from Victoria. 
They were shown a trunk addressed 
to Wing Chin, SIT, Dupont street. The 
services of a locksmith wore secured and 
tho trunk opened. It was found to contain 
110 five-tael boxes of prepared opium, 
valued at about $1,500. Charges to the 
amount of SL05 were due on the trunk, but 
the inspector and detective concluded that 
they would not pay them and tit once hud 
the trunk locked again. One of the com- 
pany's wagons whs called into service and 
the trunk ordered tube token to the ad- 
dress named. In the meantime representa- 
tives of the government departed and 
selected a position w here they could observe 
all that took place at the house 
on Dupont street when the opium wad 
delivered. They had not long to wait. 
The wagon drove up with the trunk, and 
Wing Chin was asked for. Ho promptly 
responded to his name, and Oil being in- 



formed that there were charges to the ex- 
tent of $4.05, promptly paid them and 
signed the books. Congratulating himself 
upon his good fortune, ho insisted ou help- 
ing tho driver to take the trunk from the 
wagon, and was ready to perform tho work 
when he wus taken into custody und turned 
over to tho euro of Marshal Long. Tho 
driver of the wagon had been informed as 
to his duty in the case, and performed it to 
the letter with the above result.

Judgment (ilvin In Favor of the Defendant 
Yesterday. 

Following is tho full text of the judg- 
ment'in this interesting action, delivered 
in tho Divisional Court, yesterday ; 

This is an application regarding the 
futuro religious education of two infant 
children under tho following circum- 
stances : 

Tho late ,.). W. Douglas, tho testor, 
died in 1883, leaving his wife (the present 
defendant) and tho two infants (both 
boys, born respectively on tlio 20th 
February, 1879, and the 26th February, 
1880) him providing and having by will 
appointed his widow and his two brotheis- 
in-law, Dr. Uelmckon and tho plaintiff, 
to be guardians of tho infants. All theBo 
were members of tho congregation of the 
Reformed Episcopal church in this city, 
which had seceded from tho Anglican 
church here on account of its alleged 
velleity in not protesting with plaintiff 
vehemence against tho distinctive prac- 
tices or doctrines of tho Church of Rome. 
They were, therefore, Protestants of the 
Protestants. In 1837, however, Mrs. 
Douglas, the widow, became a member 
of tho Roman Catholic church, 
being re - baptized in March of 
that year j and in tho sumo month 
tho two infants, who had been originally 
baptized in tho Reformed Episcopal 
church, were also rebaptized and educated 
by Roman Catholic priests, apparently of 
tho order of Jesuits. It was not denied 
that tho other guardians were aware of 
these circumstances, but they took no 
steps until August last, when the widow 
and infants, being in Victoria, en route 
f.jr England, Mr. Harris, one of tho testa- 
mentary guardians, brought this action, 
and obtained two orders, both made or 
confirmed by Mr. Justice Drake, restrain- 
ing tho widow until further order from, 
1st, romoving the children from the 
jurisdiction, and 2d, from taking tho 
children to mass, or giving them Roman 
Catholic education. Against these orders 
the widow appealed. 

Mr. Richards, Q. C, and Mr, Pooley, 
Q.C. , for the plaintiff, the respondent. 

The Attorney- General (Theo. Davie, 
Q.C. ) for tho defendant, the appellant. 

Monday, Nov. 17. 
(Sir Matthew U. Begbie, C. J.) 

This case was argued before us, on tho 
pait of the plaintiff, mainly on the ground 
that the defendant had misconducted her- 
self in her crust, for so long a time that 
she had acquired a right to continue her 
wrong doing ; and on tho other side, that 
tho plaintiff, tho defendant's co-guardian 
had displayed such laches and acquies- 
cence that ho could no longer insist upon 
his right to interfere. Rut these are not 
at all motives which induced the Court 
to act or refrain from acting. The only 
ground on which we should interfere at 
all to direct or correct tho religious edu- 
cation of tho infants is, their own well- 
being, as understood by the Court, and 
according to rules which have been 
adopted by the experience of many genef- 
tions. 

It is now unnecessary to inquire the 
reasons upon which thoso rules are found- 
ed. It is now well settled. ^ 
that infanta aro to be educated in the re- 
ligion selected by tho father ; and if 
none bo expressly or by direct implica- 
tion selected, then in tho religion of t'le 
father. Hero thero cannot sturdy be, 
a stronger implication of the father's in- 
tention than his appointment to the oflice 
of guardian three persons of the congre- 
gation of the Reformed Episcopal church, 
whoso very ratio existendi 'is a protest 
against tne communion of Rome. Upon 

this, however, Stgurton v . Stourton, 21; 

L. J. Ch., and, perhaps Hill v. lilli, 
31 L. J. Ch., have givfcod a notable 
distinction, viz., that where the infant 
is being educated in another form of 
Christianity than his fathor'fi, and his 
education has proceeded so far ;u that 
tho infant has received decided impres- 
sions, which it would be on tho whole 
dangerous to attempt to eiaJicato, then 
the attempt is not to be made, and the 
education is to bo allowed to proceed, al- 
though in a church differing from that of 
the father. 

In this view, the lapse of time since the 
conversion of the mother, during which 
tho infants have been left under her 
uncontrolled direction, becomes very ma- 
terial to bo considered; not as affecting 
tho right of the plaintiff, the other guar- 
dian, to correct what was undoubtedly 
a wrong in tho first instance, hut as en- 
abling tho court to form some notion of 
the strength of the novel impressions on 
tho infant's mind. Tho ago of tho infants 
is also to be considered; for an impression 
which at 13 or 14 it might be dangerous to 
move, might be attacked perhaps safely at 
7 or S years. The laches of the plaintiff 
does not affect these points If tin.' 
plaintiff had, until hist month, been 
wholly ignorant of the fact of tho mother's 
con version in March, 1887, and of the 
children being educated ever since under 
R. C. priests, yet the impression of 
throe and a half years education on the 
child's mind, and the risk of any attempt 
to remove it, would be the same. The 
plaintiff's knowledge of and acquiescence 
in the education of the infants has really 
nothing to do with the question of the 
impression on the infants' minds. The 
age at which children, and indeed all 
human beings, imbibe theological tenets 
varies considerably. Lord, Maoaulay is 
siid to have wr ttun a vory fair resume 
i)f tho his ory and doctrines of Christian- 
ity for the use of missionaries engaged in 
e inverting the natives of Bengal at 7 
years old. But tho window of his nursei y 
looked out on Clapham Common. Mrs. 
Hutchinson -but she lived in tho times 
of Laud and Prynne and Bastwick— is also 
Btatod to have taken at a similar 
age, a lively interest in theology. 

In Stourton v. Stourton tho infant was 
9i years old, and his now faith was protec- 
ted. In llawkeswoifh v. Hawkesworth 
tho age was 8 years, and the new doc- 
trines .were permitted to bo attacked. I n 
every case, I suppose, it is for Lite OOUl't 
to judge. We therefore had an interviow 
with the infants, Speaking for myself 
alone, 1 may say that my principal object 
in socking an interview was to ascertain, 
not so much the particular tenets which 
the infants might hold with greater or 
less tenacity— though something might 
bo learnt as to that, subject always to tin 
suspicion of " cramming" :— but mainly 
tii see if I could form an opinion whothei 
the infants wore in fact, notwithstanding 
their tender years, susceptible of 
holding dociiled views on 



matters at all. And in my judg- 
judgment, tho interview fulfilled both re- 
quirements. Tho infants referred with 
evident satisfaction and confidence to 
some matters to which Protestants, espec- 
ially in that denomination to which their 
deceased father and till his family be- 
longed, most strongly object. And they 
also shewed, in my judgment, quito suf- 
ficient capacity to embrace distinctive 
tenets ; and it was impossible to resist 
tho conclusion that having been loft 3J, 
years under tho uncontrolled instructions 
of tho defendant, and her spiritual ad- 
visers, all her instincts, the affection 
of a mother, the zeal and enthusiasm of a 
convert, would almost necessarily create 
and color all the religious views of tho 
children in a very decided manner. And 
then tho reasoning of tho Lords Justices 
in Stourton v. Stourton and Lord Hather- 
ley in Hill v. Hill becomes so 
directly applicable that I shrink 
from running counter to such eminent 
judges. 1 apprehend it is too late for tho 
Court now to interfere and restore tho 
education of these children to what un- 
doubtedly is its proper channel. It is to 
be considered that these infants are some- 
what older than in those cases, and so 
may bo taken to have more established 
views ; tho oldest hero wants but three 
months of being twelve years of age, the 
youngest i3 a month or two past ten. 

1 (piite agree with the observations of j 
V. 0. Wickens in Hawkesworth vs. 
Hawkesworth, as to the possible ovil ef- 
fects of this decision, following as it does 
tii u lines of Stourton v. S. " It may 
lead widowed mothers in breach of their 
duty, and to the great injury of their 
children, to introduco them prematurely 
into an atmosphere of theological contro- 
versy, than which nothing can bo more 
injurious to the mind and heart of a child, 
and this, it will be observed, for the pur- 
pose of convincing them that their dead 
father died in deadly sin." It is the most 
sacred duty of a testamentary guardian 
to educate his ward according to the 
rules of law. If his conscience or his 
intellect rebel against these rules, so that 
ho cannot, he thinks conscentiously 
obey them, it is his duty to resign his 
trust. Nothing could show worse faith 
than knowingly to take advantage of a 
Ingal position as guardian, in order to 
commit an illegal act. Here, 1 am happy 
to say, that thero is no appearance of 
any concealment on }ho part of the de- 
fendant, and there is no doubt in my j 
mind that she has acted ignorantly and 
solely followed the dictates of her con- 
science. 

I follow Stourton v. Stourton, there- 
fore, with some misgiving. But it was 
decided so long ago as 1857, and has 
frequently been cited, and has never 
been departed from ; and 1 do not think 
that wo are are at liberty to do so. 1 
say nothing as to their scheme for the 
futuro education of tho infants — that 
will bo dealt with at the hearing, when 
tho concluding observations of the 
Chief Justice in Stourton v. Stourton 
will probably receive due consideration. 
The judgments of McCreight, ,)., and 
Walkem, J., concurring witli the Chief 
Justice, aro unavoidably laid over for 
Want of space, and will appear to-morrow.

tllCH MICA MINKS. 

On Thursday, tho (1th inst., Louis 
Victor and a party of Indians returned 
from a seven weeks' prospecting trip up 
the North Thompson River. They had 
twenty-five horses with them, and al- 
though they had difficult work, made tho 
up-journoy of three hundred miles in lo3s 
than two weeks. The country around 
the head waters of tho river and tho 
Tete Jttane Cache was covered with a 
foot of snow. Notwithstanding this im- 
pediment to tho work of prospecting, they 
located the mica mines in which shey 
were in search of, camping at the mines 
three weeks, staking out claims. 

Tho ledge they located shows forty feet 
wido and fifty feet high on tho side of tho 
mountain, aud indications aro that they 
have struck a mountain of mica. Some 
lino samples wore secured and brought to 
town, the largest of which was about 10.x 
18 inches surface, and almost as clear as 
crystal. Some cubes of almost two feet 
were exposed in places, a slice from one 
of which was broken in two in being 
brought to town. Tho mica splits readily 
to any thickness desired and is undoubt- 
edly of as good quality as can ho obtained 
anywhere, and its locators have evidently 
struck it rich. 

There was four feet of snow on tho 
level when the party left the camp for 
homo, and they experienced terrible hard- 
ships on tho return trip, their horses suf- 
fering moat, six of the animals dying from 
want, of proper nourishment. They found 
lots of grass, but it Boomed to liavo no 
substance ill it.

The organ of the Opposition i3 greatly 
exercised about the position occupied and 
to be occupied by the men who havo been 
elected to the Provincial Assembly us In- 
dependents, it labors very hard indeed 
to prove to these gentlemen that the 
term " independent " does not mean In- 
dependent, but Opposition. It also con- 
structs a very elaborate argument to prove 
tWSt the men who have pledged them- 
selves to give the Government an inde- 
pendent support should, now that they 
are elected, pay no regard In their cam 
paign promises and professions, 'but unite 
with the Opposition, no matter what tho 
Government's policy, may be to over- 
throw the Administration. 

Tho organ's industry, earnestness and 
pertinacity are worthy of a much bettor 
cause. The task which it has undertaken 
is to a journal which has any regard for 
principle, any respect for honesty, not an 
enviable one. It is not every newspaper 
that would coolly and deliberately attempt 
to persuade any body of men that it is 
good policy in them to break their word, 
and that in politics bad faith is perfectly 
justifiable, It has been evidently taking 
lessons in casuistry of the most ob- 
jectionable kind, and has become a con- 
vert to the doctrines that „iicj end justifies 
the means.

Mr. Goldwin Smith is not afraid to speak 
out. What he thinks he f-ays without re- 
gard to conservative tradition, or radical 
partialities. The citizens of Toronto have 
been of late discussing civic affairs pretty 
freely. The majority of them are 
not satisfied with things us they are. 
They want the city's business managed 
more wisely and with a greater regard for 
tho interests of its whole population. 
When Mr. Goldwin Smith was asked to 
give his views with respect to civic govern- 
ment ho did so without hesitation. He 
condemned the system of elected councils 
as being old fashioned and not. adapted 
to the wants and the circumstances of 
modern cities. "A city is now," he says, 
" a densely peopled district in need of 
a specially skilled administration," and 
that what is wanted is '"a well-informed, 
stable and far-sighted governor nt." The 
regular oflicia's of municipalities, he 
thinks, do their duty fairly well. The 
police aro effective and the lire service 
puts that, of European cities to shame. 
The weakness t>l city governments is in 
their elective bedies. Xi>M IS what hg 
'says regarding them : — ■ 

" It is the aldermanic part of the Gov- 
ernment that is weak. Any Govomtnoht 
must be weak and wanting in system and 
in foresight tint 13 re-eiei:;?« every_ your, 
and is half its time thinking nut of what 
is best for the city, but of its own re- 
election. We need not be unjust to the 
aldermen, many of whom have no doubt 
been giving the city a great deal of hard 
and honest work from purely public mo- 
tives, and without remuneration of any 

kind Waste of public tune 

in talk, often of a personal kind, seems 
also a serious drawback of tho present 
system. There never has been any proof, 
so far as I know, of corruption, and, when 
there is no proof, suspicion ought not to 
be entertained. But such a body as the 
elective Council of a city now is must in 
the nature of things be exposed to pres- 
sure from private interests at variance 
with the interest of the public. The re- 
cent expansion of Toronto and the specu- 
lation in real estate by which it has been 
attended have probably brought with 
them pressure of a very trying kind. The 
experience of all great cities on this con- 
tinent is the same, though Toronto, hap- 
pily, lias never had a Tammany or a 

What is true of the municipality of 
Toronto is true of all other cities govern- 
ed in the same way. Annual councils and 
parliaments were at one time the hope of 
radicals and reformers. But it- is found 
that legislative and administrative bodies 
which are elected every year are very far 
indeed from being perfect, and that tho 
desire to secure re-election interferes with 
good government on sound principles 
quite as much, if not more, than inde- 
pendence of the people did under the old 
systems. 

Mr. .Smith would give the Mayor the 
veto power, subject to passage 
over the veto by a majority 
of two-thirds, and ho would pay tlio 
Aldermen as well as the members of pro- 
vincial legislatures are paid. If these 
changes would secure the election of 
capable men as Mayor and Aldermen, 
many people would be inclined to adopt 
Mr. Smith's suggestion, but if lias been 
found that tho administration of cities in 
which the Mayor has largo executive 
powers and in which the Aldermen are 
paid big salaries is not purer or more 
effoctive than that of cities in which tho 
executive power is chiefly in the hands 
of tho Council, and where the coun- 
cillors servu the people gratuitously. 
In English municipalities, where the 
aldermen are not paid, very little is heard 
about corruption, while in the United 
States, where thoy aro paid, tho munici- 
palities are described, by those who limy 
bo presumed to know most about them, 
to be sinks of iniquity. Bow to get the 
skilled and stable city government 
which Mr. Smith recommends, he does 



No one seems able to tell the world 
very clearly what caused tho panic in tho 
London and New York stock markets. 
Such flurrios seem to bo like tho wind, 
110 one can tell whence they come or 
whither they go. Of this, however, 
every 0110 may make himself sure, they 
are certain to come mid to do a great deal 
of mischief while they last. They arieo 
suddenly and pass away almost as aud- 
lenly. 

It will be observed that the crisis was 
confined pretty strictly to the stock mar- 
kets. Ordinary or loaitima'o business 
was nut affected to any appreciable ex- 
tent by the disturbance. It was tho 
stock brokers and speculators in stocks of 
one kind and another who were panic- 
stricken. The merchants, the ship- 
owners, and the manufacturers, who were 
not dealers in stocks, were in' crested 
spectators who considered themselves in 
no immediate danger. They know that 
any violent disturbance of tho money 
market would, if it were permanent, 
affect business generally, but they hoped 
that the stock cyclone would pass over 
and leave them untouched. This, it 
appears, has been the case. 

Investors in Great Britain, France, 
ami America have, of latu years, 
been not so prudent or so 
cautious as they might have been. 
A great deal of British money has been 
invested in the Argentine Republic. A 
very large proportion of this has been 
stolon by Government thieves and invest- 
ed in roads that were constructed appa- 
rently for no oth r purpose than to give 
those thieves tho opportunity to steal . 
Tho security for the Argentine invest - 
nienls does not at this moment appear to 
b3 tho best in the world, and consequent- 
ly persons who owned stock in that coun- 
try wanted to get rid of as much of it as 
they could. The British capitalists have 
been investing lately, largely in American 
induatrifca of ono kind and another, and 
ready money in considerable quantities 
was required for this purpose, The 
French Lave sunk immense sums in the 
Pn'.iama canal from which no returns can 
be expected. In tho copper speculation 
large sums were lost. The Americans 
have been speculating in silver and the 
fall in that commodity must have em- 
barrassed not a few. Large, sums of 
money were taken from tho general cir- 
culation in tho States to pay the duties 
on goods imported in anticipation of the 
passage of the McKiuley tariff. Then

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A DASTARDLY CRIME. 



A Wife Attempts to Kill Her Hus- 
band-When Detected She 
Suicides. 

A Letter Betrays the Guilty Secret 
and Saves the Victim— 
A Lore Match. 



A Paris cable soya Le C'auloia prints the 
following story : 

M. Weiss, administrator of the commune 
of Ain-Fezza, in Algeria, received into 
his household, a few months ago, as a, 
boarder, M. Roche, engineer in chief of the 
railways of the province. The latter soon 
became tho lover of Madame Weiss, and 
the guilty pair resolucd to rid themselves of 
the husband.

IT WAS A GREAT CERE5I0NY. 

Laying the C^irmr Stone of the Jloit impoo- 
Ing Structure. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 15. — Toe corner stone of 
what, when completed, will he one of the 
grandest edifices in the country, dedicated 
to the use and purposes of the Masonic 
order, a id was laid this week with solemn 
and impressive exercises. The structure is 
to occupy one-third of an entire block of 
ground at the intersection of Slate and 
Randolph streets, in the very heart of the 
city. 

Ic will have a frontage of one hundred 
and twenty feet, and a depth of seventy, 
and will be twenty stories in height, the 
total height from the sidewalk to the upper 
cornice being in the neighborhood of 1275 
feet. The two lower stories will be of 
granite, and those above of ashen gray brick 
and terra cotta. 

The structure will have a large interior 
court lined with white marble. Besides 
Several hundred oilices, it will have upwards 
of one hundred lodge rooms, some of them 
having a seating capacity of over one tliuii- 
sand, and magnificently decorated at enor- 
mous expense. The cost of the structure will 
be in the neighborhood of two millions of 
dollars and it is to bo completed for dedica- 
tion on May 1, 1892. It will have fifteen 
elevators, fourteen of which will run on the 
curve. These elevators will have t lie ca- 
pacity of carrying forty thousand passen- 
gers daily. On the roof there will be loca- 
ted a pavilliou garden, a mammoth restaur- 
ant ami an all day orchestra. Tho floors of 
the building will not be numbered as in or- 
dinary structures, but will be given appro- 
priate names, such as Chicago avenue, Bos- 
ton street, Broadway, etc. The main drill 
hall will be large enough to drill a battalion 
of two thousand. 

The formal exerois3B were preceded by 
one of the largest and most imposing pro- 
cessions of tho Masonic fraternity that has 
boon Been in the West since the national 
conclave of the Knights Templar in August, 
18S0. Hundreds of visiting brothers came 
from all parts of this and adjoining states 
to lend eclat to the occasion. Nearly forty 
lodges were in line, while harmony was fur- 
nished by fifteen bands of music. The 
brethren were attired in dark clothes 
and hats, with white gloves and aprons, 
each also wearing the collar and jewel of 
his ollice, the lodge furniture being carried 
at the head of eucb detachment, The 
Knights Templar, with their drawn BWords, 
waving plumes and marshal trend, had the 
right of line. On arriving at the site of the 
temple the Knights Templar formed in a 
hollow square. As far as the eyu could 
reach tho adjacent streets, windows, and 
bvtn roofs, were black with people.

INDIAN BASE-BALL. 

It Isn't Much J.lko tho National Game, 
but It la a Lively Sport. 

Ball playing 1 seems to havo boon a 
general sourco of amusement among all 
tho American Indian tribes, but, writes 
Henry Inman, in tho Kansas City Star, 
it is conceded that tho Choctaws, in 
their uncivilized state, woro the most 
Skilled in tho gamo. Of course, tho In- 
lian motliod of playing is not at all sim- 
ilar to tho American National game, 
and indeed it is moro like tonnis. 

It is played with two bats or sticks, 
and in every houso I visited in tho 
Choctaw Nation I sawono or moro pairs 
of these peculiar bats. Tho sticks are 
bont into an oval loop at one end, with 
a web of lino buckskin thongs stretched 
across them to prevent the ball from 
falling out when tossed or caught. Each 
player carries two of theso bats, ono in 
each hand, and they catch tho ball by 
jumping into the air, and throw it from 
tho bats, and never aro allowed to strike 
it or catch it with their hands. 

In their primitive days it was an in- 
variable law of tho game that no player 
should wear moccasins on his foot, and 
ho could make his appearance on tho 
ball grounds only in tho prescribed 
dress. Ho had to wear his breech-clout 
and a beautiful head belt and tail, mado 
of white liorso hair or quills, with a 
mano around his neck constructed of 
the sanio material as tho tail, dyed in 
colors. Tho match was made up months 
before the day agreed upon for tho play- 
ing of tho game, and was led by two 
champions, or captains, as wo should 
call them. Theso captains had tho 
power to go through tho tribe, from vil- 
lage to village, and alternately choose 
tho men for their respective sides. The 
choico of players was generally effected 
by proxj'j two "runners" were sent, 
armed with a pair of "ball-sticks." 
Theso were elaborately ornamented 
with paint, ribbons and any tiling that 
bad v. gaudy appearance, and wort! 
touched by tho players selected as an 
evidence that thoy accepted and would 
be on hand promptly at tho appointed 
time, prepared to take part. Each side 
erected on tho ground, where the game 
was to Lake place, two upright poles 
about thirty feet high and six foot apart, 
across tho top of which another pole 
was fastened. Theso woro called tho 
goals or "byes," and the distanco be- 
between them, one representing ono side 
and ono tho other, was some S00 feet. 
At a p'jint exactly half way from each 
goal a small stako was driven where the 
ball was to be thrown into tho air at a 
certain signal, . — w 

All tho preliminaries fur the gamo 
woro attended to by an old men, who 
were also the judges or umpires. First 
a line wan drawn from ono goal to tho 
other; this was called tho betting lino, 
across which all bots were mado and 
placed in possession of tho regularly-ap- 
pointed stake-holders, and all betting 
was mado tho night before tho game 
was to bo called. Every conceivable 
thing was staked that tho Indian pos- 
sessed, for there is no such inveterate 
gambler as poor Lo. Tho women of the 
tribe, too, wore asearnost to wager what 
their lodges contained, even to the last 
blanket. 

The night before the game, all the 
players assembled around their respect- 
ive "byes," where, by tho light of 
torches and other fires, tho squaws beat 
their tom-toms and sung the weird songs 
of tho nation. Then was tho "ball- 
play dance" indulged in, all tho players 
of both sides, in their full game dress, 
rattling their hats together and joining 
in tho monotonous chants of the tribe. 
Then tho squaws formed on each sido of 
tho betting-line and there danced and 
sung appeals to the Great Spirit to de- 
cide the gamo to-morrow in their favor. 

The game was always opened by four 
old medicine men, who woro also the 
umpires. The night before tho game 
was called, while tho players and the 
betters were dancing and having a good 
time at tho "byes" and the betting line, 
they woro squatted down at a small 
stake, away from the fun, smoking to 
the Great Spirit for ability to impartial- 
ly decide the game to-morrow, as their 
duties required. 

Tho four old men standing at the 
small stako throw the ball up in the air 
and then the players, numbering 700 or 
800 frequently, rush frantically to the 
spot, leaping and actually jumping over 
each others' beads, darting between 
their adversaries' legs, and all the time 
keeping up the most demoniacal yells 
in their eil'orts to toss tho ball to then- 
own side. Sometimes a regular hand- 
to-hand fight occurs, but it never be- 
comes serious, because, according to one 
of the rules of the game, every weapon 
is left in the village and no man is al- 
lowed to go or send for one, so that these 
occasional broils never amount to any- 
thing, 'i'lie game is for 100 points, and 
a point is when the ball is passed 
through the poles of either sido, which 
counts one. 

All the players' efforts seem to bo con- 
centrated upon keeping tho hall up in 
tho air, but of course it does fall to tho 
ground onco in awhile, and thou tho 
sceno is pandemonium broke loose; you 
can not see the players for the dust they 
raiso as they rush together, nor can they 
sco tho ball either, and bloody noses 
and broken shins aro tho rule. Besides 
tho 700 or 800 players thoro will often 
bo twice that number of spectators on 
tho ground, so that it oan be imagined 
what a noiso they make when all whoop 
and yell together.

The new building which 
the company have put up ia a handsome 
feature of Storo street, while the improve- 
ments to t lie old structure, rendered neccs- 
sary for its adaptation to the new machinery, 
have entailed no small amount of expense, 
and have materially added to the value of 
the premises. In order to provide for the 
extensive Hour business which it was the 
intention to cultivate, the company at seed 
time distributed among the farmers of the 
Delta and other sections u huge quantity of 
seed wheat, the returns from which have 
more than realized every anticipation. 
Moreover, they contracted with Messrs. 
Coldie & McCttlloch, of Cult, Out., for a 
complete set of the apparatus necessary to the 
output of 250 bands per day upon their 
patent roller process. The machinery was 
lint up under direction of t lie millwright, 
Mr. E. Uees, assisted by Mr. ToWusley, 
under whom the actual work of milling is 
carried on. As a motive power, they ob- 
tained from Laurie Bros., of Montreal, a 
100-horse-power engine of the Corliss typo 
capablo oi being worked up to 150. Steam 
is obtained with the assistance of two im- 
mense boilers, with patent Jarvia' furnace.., 
the boiler room being fitted with a force 
pump, which draws from the harbor a full 
supply of water which it is able to throw 
all over the premises.

Kive of them break thu 
wheat into a series of sizes, four of them 
make first class Hour out of middlings ami 
three reduce ami linisli it. The handling 
and separation of the flour is a very delicate 
process, as fully attested by the slight d if - 
foronco that is to bo obsot ved between the 
various products of tlie rollers, all of which 
have to be kept separate and distinct ao as 
to secure the quality of Hour that is desired. 
Thus far the machinery has dealt with the 
lloui which is the natural first product of the 
rolled wheat. 

On tlie second floor are the purifiers into 
which the middlings are put so as to secure 
evorv possible grain of flour. Moreover, 
the "bran iiii'l shorts aro put through tho 
dusters and Uuido to give their vi ry utmost 
return ; evorything that is possible to save 
being economized and at the same time 
returning a Hour which to nil appearances 
is of tlie highest class, Bound and sweet. 
On the upper floor are nine bolts— or silk 
bolting cloths -through which the flour 
has to pass before it is finished, and by 
which the grade of the flour is determined. 
It is then directed to four huge packing 
bins, at whose mouths on the second lloor 
the product ia hugged and weighed for mar- 
ket On tho upper storey, which is the 
terminus of all thu shafting and the olova- 
tors, are three Wilson's patent dust collec- 
tors, and 0110 aspirator to separate^ the
